He was 
charge d'affaires at Teheran in 1900 
and minister to Persia in 1906-8. 


Mr. Bryce's appointment as the 
Ambassador to Washington attracted 
widespread attention at the time it 
wast made. He was a member of the 
British Cabinet, serving as secretary 
for Irish affairs in the Liberal Min- 
istry of Sir Cumnpbell-Bannerman. 
The Irish question was ‘nearing its 
most critical stage and, as head of 
the Irish office; Mr. Bryce had much 
to do in shaping the preliminary 
work jeading up to the home rule 
bill.. If he had remained in the Cab- 
inet he probably would have been 
the author of that measure which 
later brought on the constitutional 
struggle in Ensland and led to the 
limitation on the rights of the House 
of Lords. 

The selection of a British statesman 
and a man of letters of such promi- 
nence for the Washington post was 
due largely to the desire to send to 
this country one of England's fore- 
most public men. Among the others 
mentioned at the time were Lord 
Peresford and several of those most 
prominent in British public life. 

But among these Mr. Bryce was 
recognized as the one peculiarly 
qualified for the post at Washington, 
as in addition to his notable public 
success in England, he had estab- 
lished a reputation in the United 
States for his brilliant literary work in 
“The American Comonwealth.“

American Ambassador Leishman 
has put in a caveat to protect the 
rights of oll people, which is to be 
followed by more vigorous represen- 
tations unless the amendments to the 
projected oil monopoly bill, which the 
German government is now making, 
shall serve to render the measure less 
injurious to the industry in America. 

The German government has let it 
be known that it expects Americans 
gladly to agsent to the measures 
adopted by Germany along the lines 
of the anti-trust legislation in Amer- 
ican. It ales has intimated that it 
might resent any attempt on the part 
of the American government to inter- 
fere in what it considers the internal 
affairs of Germany. 

Yet the State Department has felt 
bound to proceed in this case as it 
would in any other, having fully sat- 
isfied itself that unless the projected 
legisiation is materially changed the} 
creation of the proposed government- 
al monopoly would inflict a fatal blow 
to American interests in Germany.

AT THE CATHEDRAL 

When Cardinal Farley raised his 
right hand in benediction upon the 
worshippers as he passed down the 
center aisle in the Cathedral of St. 
Vibiana at the conclusion of the serv- 
ice early yesterday afternoon he cre- 
ated one of the most impressive re- 
ligious episodes in .the local history 
ef the Roman CatWolic church. 

The great congregation stood with 
bowed heads. The long procession of 
priests and acolytes, led by Bishop 
Conaty, passed; the last notes of the 
„Benedicite“ had died away when the 
first representative of the Holy Fa- 
ther to celebrate mass in Los Angeles 
for twenty-five years raised the hand 
upon which glowed the huge Car- 
dinal’s ring. Preceded by the cross 
and followed by two little boys who 
held aloft the twelve-foot train of the 
Cappa Magna, the robe of office worn 
by a Prince of the Church, the sol- 
emn march began. 

About his neck a splendid cross of 
gold and jewels, and on his head the 
Cardinals cap of red, this little man 
of 70 years, with his five feet of 
height, cast a spell over the congre- 
gation that was not lifted until the or- 
gan pealed forth the notes of the re- 
cessional. Not a word was spoken; 
just a simple movement of the arm, 
yet the final moment of a great serv- 
ice will live long in the memory of 
those who received the silent blessing. 

GRACIOUS ADDRESS. 

In graceful acknowledgement of 
the welcome he has received at the 
hands of Bishop Conaty and the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles, rdinal Farley 
briefly addressed a congregation that 
filled every foot of available audience 
room in the cathedral yesterday 
morning. 

He said that one of the most pleas- 
ant duties he had performed since he 
came to the Coast was to preside over 
so “notable a congregation and at a 
service which for grace and dignity 
could not be excelled in any cathe- 
dral of which I know.” | 
BF say Cardinal explained that he had 

n induced to continue his journey 
from Denver to the ocean's edge by 
two considerations, first to greet his 
friends on the Pacific Coast, none 
of whom is dearer than the Bishop 
of Los Angeles. “The second reason 
why I desired to come to this land 
flowing with milk and honey,” con- 
tinued His Eminence, “is to pay my 
debt of pilgrimage to the soil made 
sacred by the Franciscan Fathers of 
long ago, and to visit some of the old 
missions of which this diocese is 
guardian. 

“As I stood in the Mission of San 
Gabriel on Saturday,” said he, “I was 
reminded of some of the old places 
of Rome. This visit has been an in- 
spiration to me, and I can now the 
better understand the tales of the 
fabulous fertility of your soil with a 
fuller realization of what it means. 
There could be no exaggeration. 

“T see in Los Angeles a revivified 

church, due largely to that power- 
house of zeal; that man whom the 
whole people, Catholic and non-Cath- 
Olic, hold in highest esteem;: a man of 
zeal, learning and eloquence; a man 
devoted to Catholic education and 
public righteousness, my very old 
and very dear friend of a day when 
we were both parish priests, your 
bishop. 
I am deeply impressed with what 
I have seen of your country,” His 
Eminence concifétded. “You are the 
possessors of the land of promise. God 
grant that you will be impressed 
with a new gratitude towards Him, 
and that you may keep your souls un- 
sullied from any stain which wealth 
and prosperity may impose upon you. 
Then will you leave behind you a 
monument of faith that will be real-. 
med in your children, and your chil- 
dren's children. If we are faithful to 
our faith for a brief span, God will 
be faithful to eternity.” 

HUNDREDS TURNED AWAY. 


In spite of the rain which fell dur- 


ing the early morning hours the 


thedral was filled long before the be- 
ginning of the mass, many remaining 
from earlier services in order to be 
sure of a view of His Eminence. At 
10:30 hundreds remained about the 
doors unable to gain entrance, but not 
without hope that they might catch a 
glimpse of the Cardinal. 

Because of weather conditions, 
however, the preliminary processional 
was abandoned, and His Eminence 
approached the altar from a rear 
door, attended by members of his of- 
ficial family. Nearly a dozen priests 
participated in the mass, and added 
to its dignity and impressiveness. 

er lar sermon space was uti- 
lized by Bishop Conaty in extending |} 
a welcome to Cardinal Farley. His 
was a welcome which breathed the 
spirit of hospitality which the bishop 
so well and eloquently expresses of 
love and reverence for the guest of 
honor, and of “thankfulness to Al- 
mighty God because our leader and 
our friend has come among us.“ 

The bishop pointed out the impor- 
tance of the day to all Catholics. Ad- 
dressing the Cardinal, he said: 

“Your Eminence, this is a Holy 
Land to which we bid you welcome; 
a land hallowed by traditions and 
sacred to all Catholics; a land settled 
and Christianized by as noble a band 
of missionaries as the mother church 
has ever sent.” 

Bishop Conaty reviewed the early 
and troublous days of the church in 
California, sketching the history of 
the missions, and accomplishments of 
the padres. Then “in the name of 
the church and of all our people— 
for there is no rivalry among us 
when we welcome a great man—I 
bid vou welcome, and when you speak 
to the Holy Father you will say to 
him that the faith of the Franciscan 
Fathers still pervades the great Cath- 
ollie Church of Southern California. 
Bear to the Holy Father the greetings 
of our diocese and say to him that we 
are holding up the banner of the 
Catholic faith, and may God spare 
you for many years. A continent sep- 
arates us, but we are one in every- 
thing that stands for faith and coun- 
try, honor and righteousness.” 

Following the service dinner was 
served in the rectory of the cathedral 
for the Cardinal and those participat- 
ing in the celebration of the mass.
